2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-4,7,8,9,1 1,13,15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over) Zhang (6,476,391) in view of. Kiernan (5,541,579 

4. As to claims 1-4,7,8,9,1 1,13,15 Zhang teaches an augmented reality display 
device comprising: a self contained breathing mask (fig.2)); a head mounted display 
(fig . 1 ) and a head mounted camera (fig. 1 (20), fig.2 (2a)); the head mounted display a 
see thought (col.2, lines 12-13,); a mirror to see the camera view point (fig.1 (32)) which 
is mounted on a mounting plate (fig.2 (32a)); a headphone (fig. 1 (46)). Zhang did not

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explicitly disclose a motion tracker. Kiernan is cited to teach that is well known for a self 
contained breathing mask to have a motion tracker (see, fig.1 1 (94)). 

5. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one skill in the art at the time of the 
invention was made to have been motivated to use the motion tracker system of 
Kiernan into the device of Zhang, because this will allow the camera to detect the 
movement of the user in order to take a video image of the surrounding to display the 
information. 

6. As to shaft to connect to the head phone to the SCBA; It would have been 
obvious to one skill in the art to recognize that head phone of Zhang must be connect to 
SCBA in order to be stable to the ear. It is also well known to use some kind of 
protection for the mirror from damage. 

7. Claims 5,6,10,12,14 and 16 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Zhang in view of Kiernan further in view of Waldren (4,884,219) 

8. As to claims 5,6,10,12,14 and 16 Zhang teaches a head mounted display having 
a camera, but failed to teach the camera to generate a stereoscopic view. Waldren 
clearly teaches that it is conventional for a head mounted display to generate a 
stereoscopic view (col.2, lines 24-34) and the mirror to set the camera viewpoints more 
closely coincide with the wearer's eye (see, fig. 1 (32) is closely coincide with the eye of 
the viewer). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one skill in the art at the time of 
the invention was made to have incorporated the method stereoscopic viewing as 
taught by Waldren into the system of Zhang, since this will allow the operator can view a 
realistic three dimensional effect.
